Winnipeg Grain Market 
Founded Fifty Years Ago 


December ‘7th, 1937, marked the 
fiftieth anniversary of the founding 
of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange. 
Throughout this half century the Ex- 
change has steadfastly adhered to the 
purpose for which it was founded, It 
was established as a place where buy- 
ers and sellers of grain might meet 
to transact their business, Through 
the activities and the eagerness of 
those buyers and sellers, Canadian 
grain and its products have found 
their way, during the last fifty years, 
into the consuming markets of the 
world, 

In 1883 an attempt was made to 
form a Grain Exchange. After preli- 
minary arrangements interest waned 
and the plans did not materialize. On 
November 24. 1887, a further meeting 


was called, This resulted in the for- | 
mation of the Winnipeg Grain and 


Produce Exchange which commenced 
to function December 7, 1887. 

The Exchange of 1887 was thus 
founded to facilitate the handling of 
the products of the rapidly expand- 
ing grain acreage of Western Canada. 
A limited quotation service covering 
prices prevailing on the British and 
American markets was provided, The 
first report of the President in 1888 
recorded the fact that 14,000,000 bu- 
shels of wheat had been produced in 
the west in 1887, of which 10,500,000 
bushels had been exported in the form 
of wheat and flour, Since that time 
the Winnipeg Exchange, which is the 
largest cash grain market in the 
world, has facilitated the marketing 
of wheat and coarse grain crops of 
many billions of bushels, The West- 
ern crop alone exceeded 500,000,000 
bushels in 1928,

MUNICIPALITY ENDEAVORS 
TO PLACE DISTRICT IN 
THE DROUTH AREA 


Will Investigate All Relief Cases 
Before Aid is Given 


The regular meeting of the Council 
of the Municipal District of Carbon 
was held in the municipal office at 
Carbon on Tuesday, December 7th and 
all councillors were present with 
Reeve Webber in the chair. 

The matter of having the Municipal 
District of Carbon included in the 
drouth area was again brought before 
the council and negotiations are still 
being carried on with the Provincial 
and Dominion Departments of Agri- 
culture with the hopes of having the 
district included in the drouth area 
for direct relief only. 

The road grant in Division one was 
increased by $350, bringing the total 
expended in that division up to $2350 
for the year. 

A communication was received from 
the Government regarding the issuing 
of direct relief and the council was 
advised to make thorough investiga- 
tion into all cases before any relief 
is granted. Where such relief is au- 
thorized the recipient must, wherever 
possible, work out all grants in one 
form or another, 

Another communication that may 
clear up some misunderstanding was 
that received from the Supervisor of 
Agriculture advising that there is no 
free freight policy in effect this year. 
This means that farmers desiring to 
secure feed cannot have it shipped in 
with freight prepaid, as has been the 
case in former years. 

George Webber, delegate to the 
Municipal Districts Convention held 
in Edmonton recently, gave his report 
on the meetings and stated that a very 
good convention was held this year 
and that there was a large attend- 
ance, The report was accepted by the 
Council.

WEEKLY COMMENT UN 
THE WORLD OF WHEAT 
BY H. G L. STRANGE 


“There is extensive overlapping 
and duplication of government ser- 
vices in agriculture!” 

A witness before the Royal Com- 
mission on Federal-Provincial Rela- 
tionships recently made the statement. 

“Ninety per cent of the taxpayers 
believe this statement is true,” com- 
mented a prominent journalist, 

Most unfortunately the journalist is 
right. 

My own experience, however, tea- 
ches me that this belief is entirely 
erroneous and unfounded, and can 
only be described as a most sad and 
pathetic delusion, which, as long as 
it is held, definitely hinders the ad- 
vancement of agriculture, 

For years I have been intimately 
familiar with the services provided 
to farmers by Dominion and Provin- 
cial Governments, by Universities and 
Schools of Agriculture, and I do not 
hesitate to assert that there is no 


is a decided need for much more edu- 
cational and research work to be done 
by all those good organizations. 

Our farmers need badly to know 
more about the best agricultural 
practices, and just as badly need im- 
proved strains of livestock, and more 
suitable varieties of crops, that is, 
if Canada is to compete successfully 
on world markets, and we must de- 
pend, in the main, on governmental 
institutions to originate these needed 
things. 

Following factors have tended to 
raise price:

WILL GLING FAST 
TO DEMOCRACY 


London.-Primé — Minister 
berlain declared that partnership 
with the “other great democracies 
of the empire raised Great Britain 
from the status of a fourth rate 
power” and added that Brita.n would 
cling fast to the democratic form of 
government to which she had held 
for hundreds of years. 

“We hear much nowadays about 
rival systems of government, for 
which superior efficiency is claimed 
by voluntary subjection of individual 
Liberty of speech, thought and action, 
to the direction of state, or perhaps 
to a single man who 18 said to ve) 
resent the state.” 

Britain did not wish to prescribe 
to other nations the sort of govern- 
ment they should have, Mr. Cham- 
berlain said. 

“For ourselves, we prefer and we 
mean to maintain that form of 
democracy we have built up for hun- 
dreds of years and which is best 
suited to the habits and ways of 
thought of our people. 

“We rejoice to find that in these 
great Dominions, too, are the same 
forms of democracy, untouched by 
Fascism or Communism,~ stand ng 
for the same ideal of peace, liberty 
and justice that we do ourselves, 

“We realize that 


racies we are raiscd from the status 
of a fourth rate power to be the 
heart of an empire which stands in 
the front rank of all powers in the 
world.” 

The prime minister addressed a 
gathering of 3,000 assembled by the 
empire united campaign. 

He glanced back at the develop- 
ment of the empire and found many 
of the his father, Joseph 
Chamberlain, colonial minister of the 
80's, had been realized.

Ottawa.—-Trade Minister Euler dis-| 

| closed the Canadian wheat board had 
disposed of all the wheat it held, | 
having reduced to nothing in two 
years an accumulated carryover of 


200,000,000 bushels it inherited in 
1935. 
Not sure of exact figures, which 


he did not have available, Mr. Euler 
said he believed the board held lately | 
7,000,000 bushels of wheat futures) 
and that it converted these to cash 
wheat, distributing them afterward 
as seed and feed. 

Rising wheat 


prices in 1935, ‘36 


and '37 relieved the board of the 
obligation of buying wheat at the 
guaranteed minimum price of 871, 


cents a bushel. 


Simultaneously the board was able 
to unload gradually stocks of 200,- 
000 000 bushels which had accumu- 


lated since 1930 when the govern- 
ment, through John I. McFarland, 
subsequent chairman of the wheat 


board, sought to stabilize the market 
by purchases. 

McFarland became chairman of 
the first wheat board in August, 
1935, but held that office only briefly, 
resigning after the election that put 
the Liberals in power, 
end of the life of the 
Conservetive government headed by 
Rt. Hon. R, B, Bennett the amount 
held by the government 
was placed at 200,000,000 bushels. 

The new board, headed first by J. 
Rt. Murray, of Winnipeg, and subse- 
quently by George MclIvor, made no 
statement of the amount it held, 
though it was believed to have been 
selling cons stently,

GEOLOGICAL MAP OF ALBERTA 


A new geological map of Alberta 
has just been published on a scale of 
one inch to sixteen miles, The map 
is printed in fifteen colors as soft 
tints which are easy to read, Each 
color represents a certain division of 
geological time which is designated 
in the legend, On the black base is 
shown the geography; the geologi- 
cal boundaries; and the culture, which 
includes the township and range lines; 
all the railways, including the base 
lines, are shown, 

The topography is shown by brown 
contour lines, with 400-foot intervals 
up to 5,000 feet, The topographical 
and geographical data shown on this 
map have been compiled from maps 
and reports published by the Topo- 
graphical Survey and the Geological 
Survey of Canada, and by the Re- 
search Council of Alberta.

They Came Out of the Gast 


It is related in an old tale that out 
of the East came three men to pay 
splendid homage to the Savior, Some 
say these were three of the Magi, but 
another legend says these were three 
mighty kings, 

Thé first of the three kings was 
Melchior, King of Nubia, whose gift 
was gold; the second, Balthazar, King 
of Chaldea, who offered incense; and 
the third was Jasper, King of Tarsh- 
ish, a man of giant stature and ‘a 
black Ethiope’ whose gift was myrrh. 

For the gift of gold was in testi- 
mony of His royalty as King of the 
Jews; the inecense was a token of his 
divinity; but the offering of myrrh 
alluded to the sorrows which in the 
humiliating condition of a man the 
Redeemer vouchsafed to take upon 
Him. 

The legend says these three kings 
rode before a gaily-caparisoned train 
of mules, camels and horses loaded 
with rich treasure, and guarded by a 
mighty retinue of warders, glittering 
with gold and gems, and armed with 
bright treasures of Damascus steel. 

For they had heard that He was 
born who was to be Savior of the 
World and the King of Kings. And 
each of these three Kings left his 
throne that he might hasten to the 
tiny town of Bethlehem in Judea, 
there to lay gifts at His feet and

Then when their mission was ended 
back to Tarshish and Chaldea and 
Nubia went the three, and each again 
ascended his throne there to meditate 
on what he had witnessed, For they 
had been privileged to see a wonder 
that was to encircle the world, bring- 
ing to troubled mankind a new hope, 
and a spirit of charity and humility 
and fair dealing. 

And perhaps they glimpsed dimly 
that we today would still follow the 
custom they established and that we 
would bear each other gifts in com- 
memoration of their pilgrimage long 
ago, And that in so doing we would 
reawaken and rekindle within our- 
selves the loyalty they paid the Child 
of Bethlehem. 

Now the origins of this story are 
lost in the mists of time, and we 
shall never know whether the three 
who came out of the East were the 
Magi or the three Kings, But today

THE NAME “CANADA” 


How Canada got its name has been 
a matter of controversy for a long 


period of time, but the historians now | ‘ 


seem very generally agreed that the 
Iroquois word “Kanata” igs the real 
derivation, Kanata is still used in the 
Iroquois language to mean a collection 
of dwellings of settlements. 

Cartier, in one of his vocabularies 
of the Iroquois speech, says of it: 
“they call a town “Canada.” Its evo- 
lution into the place-name Canada 
can be fully followed in the narrative 
of the explorer, where it first appears 
in his account of his second voyage 
in 1533, The two Iroquois Indians 
whom he had seized at Gaspe and 
taken to France the proceeding year 
informed him on entering the Great 
River (now the St. Lawrence) that 
their home was in Canada, which pro- 
ved later to be an alternative name 
for the village of Stadacona on the 
site of the modern Quebec City. Car- 
tier himself seems to have extended 
the word to the surrounding region, 
as a convenient territorial name— 
much as the name of Quebec has been 
extended from the city to the pro- 
vince. 

There have been other explanations 
of the derivation of the name, such 
as “Seguada Canada,” meaning in 
Indian, ‘men seeking land,” but they ! 
appear to be just guesses based on 
chance resemblance of words. Probab- 
ly the view of the authorities is cor- 
rect, that Cartier was the originator 
of the name, and that he took it from 
the Iroquois tongue.

Smelting Co,, came into production 
in November, 1930, as Canadas th.rd 
largest metallurgical enterprise. 

If prospecting had not been profit- 
able, trapping had, and while camped 
at the outlet of Phantom Lake, near 


| the present site of Flin Flon, Tom 


Creighton, early in January, 1915, 
was looking for meat for his party. | 
He saw some young willows and 
moose feed so started trail ng along 
leoking for moose sign. He worked 
his way uphill over a hump and as 
he got to the top he discovered a 
lake in the distance he hadn't known 
was there. 

Curiosity led him to investigate 
and at the edge of the lake he dis-| 


; covered a spot uncovered of snow} 


which showed chalcopyrite in the 
schist. 

He marked the spot which he! 
could not thoroughly examine at the 
time and early in the spring of 1915 
he returned and found pieces of ore 
projecting through the ice at the 
shore, which brought the firm resolve 
to investigate it in hs characteristic, 
thorough manner, when the spring 
break-up occurred. 

During the winter of 1915, Dan 
Mosher, unknown to his colleagues, 
came to Toronto and approached | 
Jack Hammell for a_ grubstake, 
forming the Mosher-Hammell Syn- 
dicate for further prospecting in the} 
area, 

Hammell, a native of Beeton, On-} 
tario, had found expresson for his 
dynamic personality in many’ mining | 
camps where he became a colorful 
figure, ever ready to assume re-| 
sponsibility and carry to conclusion | 
those jobs which offered seemingly 
impossible obstacles. His loquacious, 
genial personality won for him an 
enviable reputation among the min- 
ing fraternity. Financial associates 
of Hammell in the syndicate were 
Ale Fasken, Toronto solicitor, fin- 
ancier and mining executive, Frank 
Currie, hotel keeper, and Hugh Ryan. 
Fach had a one-eighth interest in the 
syndicate, but Hammell acquired 
Ryan's interest later. The other half 
interest in the syndicate was shared 
by Tom Creighton, Dan Mosher, 
John Mosher, Leon Dion, Isadore 
Dion and Dan Milligan. 

When Dan Mosher came back to 
3eaver Lake from Toronto, bringing 
supplies for a season's prospecting 
by the party, and an agreement with 
the Mosher-Hammell Syndicate, the 
plans of Creighton and his friends to 
finance ther own grubstake had to 
be considered. Dan Mosher, in good 
faith, had gone so far with his plans 
that it left no alternative but that 
the others join the syndicat« 

After the spring break-up, Creigh- 
ton and John Mosher went in to size 
up Creighton’s discovery of the win- 


ter before. Convinced that it was a 


large ore body, containing copper, | 


zinc gold and silver, they staked six 
claims, the extent of their licenses, 
and hurried back to the syndicate 
base at Beaver Lake to get the rest 
of their party and the'r licenses, in 
order that more claims might be 
staked. 

They Found A Book A Well As A 
Mine—Read How Well This 
Worked Out! 

As if a sympathetic genii had 
conspired to aid them, a name for 
the discovery was already at hand. 
Months before, the party had picked 
up the remnants of a paper backed 
novel on a portage on the Church‘ll 


| River, where some pioneer had l'rht- 


ened his load. “The Sunless City” 
was the title of this English dime 
novel and the leading character was 
Josiah Flintabbaty Flonatin, Esa., 
contracted by the prospectors to 
“Flin Flon". It told of a subter- 
ranean domain where gold was so 
plent ful that it was literally a base 
metal—-truly the mecca sought by 
all prospectors. The coincidence of 
stumbling upon such a fanciful tale

A Cure For Cancer? 


The doctor is frequently asked by 


| the laity if any progress is being 
| made towards a cure for cancer. It 
}is apparent that the majority of 
people regard cancer as a single dis- 
ease, much the same in this regard 
as tuberculosis, This attitude is en- 
couraged by the constant search in 
| the laboratories of the world for a 
real cause of cancer. If there is a 
single cause of cancer it is reason- 
able to assume that there may be a 
single remedy for the affection. 


What Are The Prospects for Such 
A Discovery? 

From what is known of the caus 
of cancer it is generally agreed thai 
the change of a healthy cell or grou; 
of cells in the body to cancer is 
caused by something within the cells 
themselves. This change of an order- 
ly regulated pattern to one of riot 
|may be modified by heredity; by elec- 

trical, chemical or other change in 
the body and by external irritation 
from a great variety of substances 
It may well be, indeed it is more 
than likely, that the agents men- 
tioned incite changes in the cel) 
which encourage the growth of can- 
cer, 


From the foregoing, which forms 
a group of well-authenticated facts 
it is apparent that there is no sing! 
cause of canecr. In view of this it 
is improbable, though not certain 
that cancer is a single disease. 

Eliminate The Causes 

Even if this is true one need not 
be discouraged, Knowing the many 
predispos:‘ng causes of cancer, the 
first objective is to eliminate thes: 
causes as far as possible. A great 
deal can be done in this directio: 
No longer need workers in X-ray anc 
radium; workers in tar and shal 
oils, fear cancer from these agent: 
Mouth hygiene and moderation in the 
use of tobacco would prevent many 
eancers of the lips and mouth cavity 
Syphilis, a frequent excitant of can- 
cer, can be controlled. Knowledg: 
of the early signs of cancerous and 
pre-cancerous conditions would send 
the victim for observation at ar 
early date when the prospect for pre- 
vention and cure are the maximum 
Exposure to tropical sun, to sand 
storms and winds, lax midwifery 
supervision and habits of life provoca- 
tive of irritat‘ton may all be avoided 
Regular periodical medical examina- 
tion would serve to catch a lot of 
cancers in the making and = save 
countless lives, 


| Prospect For a Single Cure Not 


Promising 


| No, the prospect for a single uni- 


versal cure for cancer is not re- 
assuring. It may come, but in th 
meantime, the cures we have ar 
reasonably good, The pity of it is 
| that these cures are not fully taken 
advantage of, In a host of cases thes 
are used too late. Cancer in the carly 
stage is curable,
